Interview/On Greener Pastures 


Question: Greener Pastures, for those 
who don't already know, is the name of the 
home for retired race horses that opened ear¬ 
ly this year in Cecil County (Md). Could 
you describe how it came to be set up, and 
how it operates? 

Answer: Greener Pastures is the 
Midlantic chapter of the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation, Inc., which 
was organized in 1982 as a non-profit, 
tax exempt organization. 

The TRF's first facility, which most 
people agree has been highly success¬ 
ful, is located at the Wallkill Correction¬ 
al Facility in Ulster, N.Y. Actually, it 
uses a 50-acre portion of the Wallkill 
prison. From the beginning, the TRF 
has had two objectives: providing a re¬ 
tirement home for race horses, and re¬ 
habilitating people. 

In New York, prisoners take care of 
the horses on a day to day basis. And I 
think the benefits of that have gone be¬ 
yond what anyone dared hope. First of 
all, the inmates are learning a trade— 
something they can use to earn a living 
when they get out. But the therapeutic 
value, even for those who won't go on 
to have a career with horses, has turned 
out to be just as positive. 

A lot of these people are macho 
types. When they come up against a 
horse, it humbles them. You can't push 
a horse around, just by using physical 
strength. Then the inmates find that 
these horses depend on them. For 
some of these people, it's the first time 
they've ever really felt needed. It's their 
first attachment to a living creature. 

These men take money from their 
allowances to buy carrots and apples 
for the horses, the feeling is so strong. 
It's beneficial on all sides. The New 
York facility has about 40 horses. 

In October, 1989, Allaire duPont 
wrote a Personal Perspective article for 
the Maryland Horse about the great 
need for a similar organization in Mary¬ 
land. My wife Ellen and I read it, and 
were touched. My wife shed tears. We 
called Mrs. duPont, and volunteered to 
help get something started. Mrs. du¬ 
Pont and Anna Sasso were really in¬ 
strumental in getting other people in¬ 


volved. We had a meeting, and it grew 
quickly. Several veterinarians partici¬ 
pated, and representatives from com¬ 
munity colleges. 

The first item we needed, of course, 
was land. We started working with the 
state, trying to establish something 
along the lines of Wallkill, and state offi¬ 
cials were receptive. But whenever 
you're dealing with state bureaucracy, it 
takes a lot of time. 

So that we could get something 
started right away, Mr. and Mrs. Sam¬ 
uel F. duPont donated the use of 80 to 
100 acres of land at their Hexton Farm, 
in Cecilton (Md.). Mark Monteverdi, 
director of the Wallkill facility, moved 
down here, and the facility opened ear¬ 
ly this year. There are 11 horses on the 
farm now, and we've just accepted two 
more. 

Q: But you haven't abandoned plans to 
do something in cooperation with the state? 

A: No, in fact efforts in that direction 
are going very well. We expect to start a 
program at the Charles H. Hickey 
School, Maryland's institution for juve¬ 
nile offenders, in the near future. Nan¬ 
cy Grasmick, secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment of Juvenile Services, has expressed 
enthusiasm for the concept. 

Q: How would that work? Is there a 
place to keep horses at the Hickey School? 

A: The school is situated on a tre¬ 
mendous amount of beautiful land. 
The TRF would build facilities—fences 
and barns. 

Q: Do you plan to extend the program 
beyond that? 

A: We have instituted the concept of 
satellite facilities here in Maryland. 
These are farms belonging to private in¬ 
dividuals who are willing to take two or 
three horses, and give them a good 
home. Sad to say, we are only able to 
help a small number of the horses who 
need homes. But with satellite farms, 
under the direction of our farm manag¬ 
er, we can extend our aid much further. 
New York has now adopted this policy, 
also. Hexton is actually a model satel¬ 
lite facility—a prototype for the kind of 
farm we hope to have in the program. 


Q: What criteria make a horse eligible to 
enter Greener Pastures? 

A: He or she must be a Thorough¬ 
bred, with a race record. The horse 
must be in good health, and there has 
to be a need on the part of the owner. 

Age is not a factor. We just accepted 
a 23-year-old; the youngest horse on 
the farm is 5. 

Ellen Moelis serves as chairman of 
the selection committee. Committee 
members are Sue Cushing, Jan duPont, 
Chip Landry and Anna Sasso. All ap¬ 
plications are submitted to them. They 
meet and approve or disapprove each 
one. 

Q: How is the organization funded? 

A: It's supported totally by dona¬ 
tions. We've had several fundraisers, 
including a cocktail party/silent auction 
last winter that raised over $20,000. 

We hope to have a stallion season 
auction in late '91 or early '92. 

Hermen Greenberg, of Middleburg, 
Va., donated 500 tickets to the October 
25 performance of the Washington In¬ 
ternational Horse Show. Tickets may be 
purchased by making a tax deductible 
$15 contribution to Greener Pastures.

Several other events are planned, 
and volunteer support is always wel¬ 
come.

Hurdling to new 
in sixth Maryland

After Timely Warning won last year's Budweiser 
Maryland Classic, his owner, 80-year-old Anderson 
Fowler, and trainer, 81-year-old Buddy Raines, started 
thinking about the future. 

"We wanted to win it again," said Mr. Fowler. "All 
year long. Buddy was pointing him for the Maryland 
Million. We did everything the same as the year be¬ 
fore—Buddy ran him in the same races, trained him 
the same, fed him the same." 

The results were timely, to say the least. 

Timely Warning, a 6-year-old gelding by Caveat, 
captured the main event on Maryland Million Day for 
the second year in a row, earning Anderson Fowler, a 
Gladstone, N.J., resident who has bred and raced 
horses in Maryland for some 40 years, a place in the 
future Maryland Million hall of fame. His horses have 
accounted for the last three runnings of the Budweiser 
Maryland Classic. Fowler's Master Speaker won it in 
1989. 

But the biggest hero of the day may have been Bud¬ 
dy Raines. The popular old pro has shown his younger 
rivals (that is everyone else) how it's done in the Mary¬ 
land Million. Not only has he saddled the winners of 
three Classics, he also sent Master Speaker out to win 
the Ryehill-Windfields Maryland Turf in 1988. Raines, 
whose grandson, former Eclipse award-winning ap¬ 
prentice Mike Luzzi, rode Timely Warning to victory 
this year, has now won more Maryland Million races 
than any other trainer. 


However, many others shared in the wealth at the 
highly successful sixth Maryland Million, held Sep¬ 
tember 8 at Pimlico. The largest crowd (23,254 at 
Pimlico and the Laurel simulcast outlet) in the history 
of the event turned out to watch and wager on the 11- 
race program for offspring of Maryland stallions. The 
total mutuel pool was $2,385,129, a record for the 
Maryland Million at Pimlico. 

Eleven stallions sired the 11 winners, who consisted 
of several old favorites and some fast-rising new talent. 

Also staging repeat victories (each for the third con¬ 
secutive time) were the outstanding race mares Safely 
Kept and Countus In. Safely Kept, a 6-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Horatius, is the leading female money-earner in 
competition anywhere in the nation. In 1989 and '90, 
she used the State of Maryland Distaff Handicap as a 
steppingstone to awesome performances in the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Sprint-Gl. 

This year she was back in much the same form. 
Although her margin of victory in the Distaff was only 
a half-length, many people, including her rider Gary 
Stevens, believed it could have been much more. Safe¬ 
ly Kept carried 130 pounds, 12 more than her ex¬ 
tremely game runner-up In the Curl. "At the three- 
eighths pole, I could have asked her for more, and she 
would have won by more," said Stevens. "She grabbed 
a quarter (struck her left front hoof with her rear hoof) 
leaving the gate. 1 rode her as conservatively as 1 could.

considering." Setting every fraction in the six-furlong 
race. Safely Kept scored in a moderate time of 1:11. 

Safely Kept, whose sire stands at Cynthia and 
Charles McGinnes's Thornmar in Chestertown, 
boosted her earnings to $2,106,566 in this year's Mary¬ 
land Million. 

In the Curl (by Shelter Half) inspired almost as 
much admiration. She is the only horse to compete on 
every single Maryland Million Day. Her record? Three- 
seconds, two thirds and a fourth. 

Countus In, a 6-year-old daughter of Dancing 
Count, upheld her reputation in the First National 


Bank of Maryland Ladies, scoring by three lengths 
over Gaylord's Annie. Owned and bred by Charles G. 
Middleton III, of Louisville, Ky., Countus In was an 
unknown quantity when she won the race for the first 
time in 1989. But she now ranks among the nation's top 
female turf runners. Just three months after her last 
Maryland Million victory, she went on to win the 
Grade 1 Matriarch Stakes at Hollywood Park. 

Middleton bought Countus In's dam Cloudy and 
Warm (by Cloudy Dawn) at the 1984 Keeneland No¬ 
vember sales for $25,000, with Countus In in utero. Two 
years later, he attended the inaugural Maryland Mil¬ 
lion as a guest of his good friend David P. Reynolds. "I 
had a wonderful time," says Middleton. "I knew I had 
a yearling by a Maryland stallion (Dancing Count 
stands at Shamrock Farms, in Woodbine)—so I went 
back home and nominated her." Today it would be 
hard to find a Kentuckian more devoted to the Mary¬ 
land Million than Charlie Middleton. 

Countus In was ridden by Julie Krone, another 
Maryland Million devotee. Krone, who had two win¬ 
ners on this year's Maryland Million card (the other 
was Missy White Oak in the Maryland Lassie), has 
now won a total of seven Maryland Million events, 
easily a record among jockeys. 

Appropriately, the first steeplechase added to the 
Maryland Million Day card went to Make Azilian (by 
Run the Gantlet). Trained by Maryland steeplechase 
star Charlie Fenwick, Make Azilian, who is owned by 
Dogwood Stable, also won at Pimlico's revived stee¬ 
plechase meeting last spring. Jeff Teter rode him to 
victory in the Ryland Homes Maryland Steeplechase 
Handicap. 
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Brenda Jordan piloted Cool Brilliance (by Brilliant 
Protege) to a close victory over Chester Peekin and 
Matthew McCarron in the Maryland Million ARCA 
race for amateur riders. 

The 2-year-old races, always among the most excit¬ 
ing events on the program, were even more dramatic 
than usual this year. Although his victory as 6-5 favor¬ 
ite was not unexpected, Coolin It, a son of the Thorn- 
mar farm stallion North Pole, did it with flair, leading 
all the way to a seven and a quarter-length triumph in 
the Crown Central Petroleum Maryland Nursery. A 
heartwarming scene followed the race, as Coolin It was 
led into the winner's circle by his 90-year-old owner 
Ben Cohen, one of the former owners of Pimlico race 
track. 

Coolin It, purchased by trainer Sonny Hine at a Cal- 
der 2-year-olds in training sale for $40,000, led up to 
the Maryland Million with a victory in Laurel's Rollick¬ 
ing Stakes. The Maryland-bred colt is undefeated in 
three career starts. 

Missy White Oak's upset in the Chesapeake Bay 
Maryland Million Lassie surprised even her owner/ 
breeder Gilbert Hahn Jr. 

By Baederwood out of the hard-hitting race mare 
Miss White Oak, who also campaigned for Hahn's 
Meeting House Farm, Missy White Oak had started 
only twice before the Maryland Million, and was beat¬ 
en five lengths in a maiden special her last time out. 
Defeating proven stakes performers Gala Gold Digger 
and Good Looking Terri, she prompted an $89 mutuel 
payoff—the largest in Maryland Million history. 

The first stakes winner Hahn has bred. Missy White 
Oak is trained by Charles J. Hadry, son of longtime

Maryland trainer Charles H. Hadry. Also sharing in 
the glory was Northview Stallion Station, in Chesa¬ 
peake City, which was represented by more winners 
than any other farm. Three Northview stallions— 
Baederwood, Caveat and Smarten—had their off¬ 
spring score. 

Country Life Farm and last year's stallion sensation 
Allen's Prospect were about to go home empty. But 
their luck took a huge turn in the last race on the card, 
the Maryland Million Oaks. Richard's Lass, a daughter 
of Allen's Prospect, swept to a powerful 14-length vic¬ 
tory in the 3-year-old filly event. It was the longest 
winning margin ever seen in the Maryland Million.

Owned by New Yorker Robert Perez, whose Senor 
Speedy won the Fall Highweight Handicap-G2 at Bel¬ 
mont Park the day before, Richard's Lass was bred by 
Allen Paulson and purchased privately by Perez as a 
yearling. 

"We got lost driving to Pimlico and almost missed 
the race," said Perez, who is president of the newly 
formed Empire State Horsemen's Association. "But I 
was certainly glad to be there." The owner of Perez 
Interboro Asphalt Co., in Brooklyn, N.Y., Perez has 
well over 100 horses in training and on his Lucy Grace 
Farm, in Otisville, N.Y. 

In other major Maryland Million events. Dr. John R. 
S. Fisher recorded a second straight triumph in the All 
Maryland Turf, saddling Avie Walker's Scottsville (by 
Deputy Minister) . . . Mrs. Wylie F.L. Tuttle's home¬ 
bred Smart Alec rallied to a victory in the USAir Mary¬ 
land Sprint Handicap . . . Sweet Bunny (by Deputed 
Testamony), claimed last May for $12,000, earned two 
and a half times that amount by capturing the Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz Maryland Handicap . . . 

Maryland-breds accounted for five of the nine main 
events on the program, while Kentucky and Pennsyl¬ 
vania had two winners each. Over the years, Mary¬ 
land-breds have held their own while not frightening 
off the opposition: they've scored in 34 of the 54 Mary¬ 
land Million events to date. □

At home with Thoroughbreds: 
the legacy of Bayard Sharp

Who has given Bayard Sharp his proudest mo¬ 
ment as a breeder/owner? 

Was it Mississippi Mud, who won or placed in 15 
stakes, including the Matchmaker-Gl. . . or Dixieland 
Band, champion Maryland-bred 2-year-old of 1982 
and hero of the 1983 Pennsylvania Derby-G2?. . . How 
about Papal Power's victory in the 1985 Hopeful Stakes- 
Gl?. . . And stakes winner Baron de Vaux's surprise 
third in last year's Belmont Stakes-Gl? 

"I don't think that way," said Mr. Sharp, smiling 
gently, like a grandfather who's just been asked to 
name his favorite grandchild. "We've had a lot of fun." 

Bayard Sharp, who will receive a TOBA Award this 
month for his success in racing homebreds, has been a 
pillar of the sport for nearly 50 years. A trim, white- 
haired, unpretentious-looking man of 78, he rarely ap¬ 
pears in the public limelight, but he has held influen¬ 
tial roles behind the scenes: as president of The Blood- 
Horse , Inc., a director of Delaware Park and a member 
of The Jockey Club. 

Better known by most people is his trainer/farm 
manager Charlie Peoples, an ex-steeplechase rider 
whose life's work has been devoted to Sharp's horse 
operation. "We've probably set a world record," noted 
Mr. Sharp. "My trainer and I have been together for 48 
years." 

Most of Sharp's horses, including 15 broodmares 
and 15 horses in training, are headquartered at his 
vast, 750-acre Sharp Farm in Middletown, Del. It is 
picturesque and functional, with state-of-the-art train¬ 
ing tracks and a clubhouse topped by twin spires mod¬ 
eled after Churchill Downs. 

However, almost all of Mr. Sharp's horses are Mary- 
land-breds. For years, he has routinely foaled his

mares in Maryland—at the former Windfields Farm, 
now the Northview Stallion Station, near Chesapeake 
City—in order to take advantage of the Maryland 
Fund. Sharp Farm is situated conveniently close to 
Chesapeake City, about four miles from the Maryland/ 
Delaware line. 

Because of their outstanding record with Maryland- 
breds, Mr. Sharp and his wife Mary were selected as 
Maryland's 1991 TOBA breeder of the year. 

Sitting in his office on his home estate in Centerville, 
Del., a garden spot just six miles from downtown 
Wilmington, Mr. Sharp (who has never lived on the 
farm in Middletown) talked about some of the high¬ 
lights of his horse-owning career. 

It started without design. Or, at least with a differ¬ 
ent idea in mind. From the time he was 12 years old, 
Mr. Sharp had a passion for foxhunting. His mother, 
the former Isabella duPont, loved horses and encour¬ 
aged him to ride. His father, who worked in the duPont 
family firm and was a noted philanthropist, "hated the 
whole idea," recalled Mr. Sharp. His two brothers and 
sister didn't share his interest, either. 

Sharp enjoyed wonderful sport in the country out¬ 
side of Wilmington with the Vicmead Hunt, which he 
helped found in the 1930s. But it wasn't a rural area, 
even then. "We got tired of chasing foxes into each 
other's garages," he explained, "so we moved farther 
north, around Newark. Then that land got built up, so 
we moved again, south of the C&D Canal." That time, 
club members didn't trust in fate. "About six of us 
bought land in strategic places in the country," said 
Sharp. "For public relations purposes, and the best 
interest of all." 

Mr. Sharp bought the property near Middletown 
sight unseen, in about 1940. "I thought I knew which 
farm it was, but it turned out not to be the one I had in 
mind." 

After he got his farm, it was only natural to stock it 
with some additional horses. Sharp bought a few

jumpers who soared, both literally and figuratively. 
His Speculate was the champion steeplechaser of 1941. 
Then came Knight's Quest, to annex the 1943 Battle¬ 
ship, Temple Gwathmey and Lion Heart Stakes, and 
Lieut. Well, a five-time stakes winner from 1946-'48. 

"We had great luck with jumpers, better than I've 
had with flat horses, actually," commented Sharp. 
Charlie Peoples, now 68, went to work for Sharp dur¬ 
ing that time, as an exercise rider and jockey. Sharp's 
first farm manager was Bill Passmore, father of pre¬ 
sent-day steward and former jockey William J. Pass- 
more. 

The transition from jumpers to flat horses took place 
in the early 1950s, partly out of concern for the stable 
jockey's welfare. "I didn't want Charlie to get broken 
up any more, so I called the whole thing off," said Mr. 
Sharp. "It was a whole lot easier to go into the flat 
game." 

Contrasting himself to his distant cousin and neigh¬ 
bor Jane duPont Lunger, whom he admires greatly. 
Sharp said he didn't seek out foundation mares in the 
beginning. "I fumbled into it," he remarked with typi¬ 
cal modesty. "When I saw a broodmare I liked, I 
bought her." 

His first good horse, Troilus (by *Priam II), won the 
1959 Flamingo Stakes and finished second in the Foun¬ 
tain of Youth. 
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Sharp's first stakes-winning homebred made histo¬ 
ry in more ways than one. That horse. Amber Pud¬ 
ding, a 1968 Ambernash filly, was bred by Sharp in 
partnership with Will Farish. Now the nationally fa¬ 
mous owner of Lane's End Farm in Kentucky, Farish, 
who is married to Mrs. Sharp's daughter Sarah, 
bought his first horse in partnership with Mr. Sharp in 
1963. That horse was Cream Pie (by Boston Doge), a 
$12,500 Keeneland Fall sales yearling. As a broodmare. 
Cream Pie produced Amber Pudding ($82,389, First 
Lady H, Pan Zareta H, etc.) and Bavarian Cream 
($61,641, 2nd Jersey Belle H-G3, Marlboro Nursery, 
etc.). 

Since then, Mr. and Mrs. Sharp have bred at least 17 
other stakes winners. Some horses are in her name, 
some are in his. But they're all part of a single opera¬ 
tion, as Mr. Sharp explained it: "When the foals are 
born, I split them up. Sometimes I cheat, and take the 
nicer ones. That doesn't seem to make much differ¬ 
ence—a lot of good ones have raced in my wife's 
name." 

Mrs. Sharp is a racing fan, although not an avid one, 
according to Mr. Sharp. "She likes to go to the races 
when we have a horse running." 

Sharp Farm's major foundation mare came along in 
the late 1960s. Sand Buggy (a foal of 1963 by Warfare— 
Egyptian by ^Heliopolis) was acquired privately by Mr. 


Sharp from John H. Clark. Sand Buggy was the dam of 
Sharp's gallant race mare Mississippi Mud (a foal of 
1973 by Delta Judge) and Northrop, a stakes-winning 
son of Northern Dancer. She is the granddam of 
Sharp's 1991 Marshua Stakes winner Picnic Island. 

Mississippi Mud produced as her first foal Dixie¬ 
land Band, a 1980 Northern Dancer colt who won the 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2, Massachusetts Handicap-G2 
and two other stakes, earning $441,320. Dixieland 
Band, one of Sharp's all-time best, has gone on to a 
successful stud career at Lane's End Farm. 

One of Dixieland Band's best sons. Dixieland Brass, 
campaigned for Mr. Sharp, in partnership with his 
grandson Will Farish Jr. Trained by Mr. Peoples, Dixie¬ 
land Brass (purchased for $60,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky Summer sales) was a major Triple Crown 
hopeful in 1989, following victories in the Fountain of 
Youth-G2 and Hutcheson Stakes-G3. Dixieland Brass's 
career ended prematurely, due to injury; he stands at 
stud at Vinery, in Kentucky. But Mr. Sharp reports that 
Will Farish Jr., who works as an aide to President Bush 
in Washington, D.C., hasn't lost his enthusiasm for 
racing. 

A colt by Northern Dancer out of Mississippi Mud 
brought $4.6 million at the 1984 Keeneland July Year¬ 
ling sale—easily the financial high water mark for 
Sharp as a breeder. 

Still a member of the Sharp Farm broodmare band, 
Mississippi Mud was not bred for 1991, but is currently 
in foal to Eastern Echo. 

Other noteworthy mares owned by Sharp include 
Chasuble, dam of Baron de Vaux; and stakes producers 
Averell and Papal Decree. 

Chasuble, by King's Bishop, is out of the Johns Joy 
mare Euphorbia, whom Mr. Sharp purchased for 
$17,500 at the Saratoga dispersal of his cousin Mrs. 
John R. H. Thouron's Doe Run Farm in 1969. Chasuble, 
a minor stakes winner of $35,006, rapidly appreciated 
in value when she produced Baron de Vaux, a 4-year- 
old son of Val de l'Orne (Fr). Sharp's latest good run¬ 
ner, Baron de Vaux won the 1990 Deputed Testamony, 
Woodlawn and Private Terms Stakes, and has an im¬ 
pressive string of stakes placings that includes seconds 
in the Haskell-Gl and Molson Million-G2, as well as 
his third (to Go and Go-Ire and Thirty Six Red) in the 
Belmont. 

Chasuble, barren for 1991, is due to foal next spring 
to Dixieland Band. 

Averell (by Restless Native) is best known as the 
dam of the good stakes winner Harriman. A stakes- 
placed half-sister to champion Lord Avie, she was pur¬ 
chased by Sharp as a yearling at Keeneland in 1978 for 
$130,000. Harriman, a son of Lord Gaylord, won stakes 
at 2,3,4 and 5, earning $366,835. He stands at stud at 
Corbett Farm, in Monkton, Md.; his first crop are foals 
of 1991. 
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Averell had a colt by Oh Say last spring, and is back 
in foal to Waquoit. 

Since 1982, Sharp has bred and raced three Mary¬ 
land-bred champions: his Dixieland Band and North¬ 
rop led the 2 and 3-year-old male divisions in 1982, and 
Papal Power (by Miswaki) took the 2-year-old colt title 
in 1985. Papal Power's dam Papal Decree (by Noble 
Decree) came to Sharp Farm as a $42,000 Saratoga sale 
yearling in 1977. She has a weanling colt by Gulch and 
is in foal to Gulch. 

Other Sharp Farm mares, most of whom are related 
to the ones described above, are carrying foals by Af¬ 
firmed, Dixieland Brass, Java Gold, Harriman, Bet 
Twice, Lord Gaylord, Northern Prospect and Pancho 
Villa. 

Mr. Sharp owns shares in the stallions Gulch, Dixie¬ 
land Band, Dixieland Brass, Lord Gaylord, Oh Say, 
Overskate, Spend a Buck and Waquoit. 

"Charlie Peoples is the one who really deserves the 
credit," said Mr. Sharp. "He does everything: runs the

farm and trains the horses, harrows the track and 
walks hots, cools out the owner. He and I buy every¬ 
thing together, but he lets me think I make all the 
decisions." 

The Sharps go to the races to watch one of their 
horses run at least two or three days a week, and main¬ 
tain various other interests. They spend about half the 
year on their farm in Centerville—180 acres tucked 
away behind stone columns on the main street of the 
little town. Located near the main house are Mr. 
Sharp's office and a small commercial art gallery—The 
Gallery—belonging to Mrs. Sharp. In the winter, they 
live in an "old-fashioned hotel" in Boca Grande, Fla., 
the Gasparilla Inn, which Mr. Sharp has owned and 
operated for many years. 

"We used to travel a lot," explained Sharp. "But we 
don't go away in the summer at all, except for Saratoga. 
Wilmington, Delaware, is the nicest resort place south 
of France." □

Retler, who lives in 
Woodbine, Md., will continue to do in¬ 
dependent equine consulting. 

Backstretch improvements 

A $4.1 million, four-year backstretch 
renovation program is under way at 
Laurel and Pimlico. 

Plans call for extensive renovation of 
the secondary water and well system 
along with repair of barn roofing, elec¬ 
tric, plumbing and mechanical sys¬ 
tems. Repaving and landscaping will 


also be undertaken throughout both 
backstretch areas. 

"The goal is two-fold," said Pimlico/ 
Laurel president Joe De Francis, in un¬ 
veiling the project at a press conference 
in late July. "First, we want to create a 
better environment for the horsemen 
who currently race with us, and sec¬ 
ond, we need a top quality backstretch 
in order to campaign effectively for 
new stables. Our backstretch area 
should exemplify Maryland racing's 
stature as the third-highest distributor 
of purse money in the country." 

The program will be completed in 
stages in which each sector, or quad¬ 
rant, of the barn area will go through 
nine steps to overhaul and upgrade its 


utility and appearance. The first two 
quadrants encompass barns one 
through four at Pimlico, where work 
has already begun. 

James P. Mango, vice president/op¬ 
erations and general manager of the 
two tracks, is overseeing the project 
with the assistance of Terence J. Casey. 

Sagamore idle 

Sagamore Farm, once Maryland's 
most famous Thoroughbred establish¬ 
ment, has fallen on hard times. 

The bulk of Sagamore's horse popu¬ 
lation was moved out in mid-August. 
Relocated at Ron and Carolyn Green's 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster 
were six stallions, ten yearlings, ten 
broodmares with foals at foot and seven 
other broodmares. The stallions are 
Another Reef, Hay Halo, Jane's Dilem¬ 
ma, Oh Say, Purple Comet and Sa- 
lutely. 

Don Litz, Sagamore's former farm 
manager, also went to Green Willow, 
where he will serve as public relations 
director. 

Jim Ward, a Baltimore real estate de¬ 
veloper, purchased Sagamore in 1986 
from Alfred G. Vanderbilt, who had 
owned the farm for 54 years, having re¬ 
ceived it as a gift from his mother on his 
21st birthday. 

Sagamore's future is uncertain. 

El Raggaas's first winner 

El Raggaas got his first winner from 
his first crop when the 2-year-old filly 
Angie's Grace captured a maiden spe¬ 
cial by four and a half lengths at Bay 
Meadows on August 15. Bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by Daniel M. Galbreath, Angie's 
Grace, out of the Roberto mare Flying 
Cloud, races for R. Crockett and is 
trained by Fordell Fierce. 

El Raggaas (Northern Dancer— 
Flower Princess by Majestic Prince) is 
out of a half-sister to The Minstrel, Far 
North and Pilgrim and is closely related 
to Nijinsky II. He has 22 registered 
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2-year-olds. El Raggaas stands at Bonita 
Farm in Darlington. 

North Pole to Thornmar 

North Pole has been moved to 
Thornmar in Chestertown, Md., for the 
1992 season. 

The 14-year-old son of Northern 
Dancer—Canalu by Canadian Champ 
previously stood at Green Willow 
Farms in Westminster. He was pur¬ 
chased last summer by Thornmar own¬ 
ers Cynthia and Charles McGinnes. 

A stakes-placed allowance winner. 
North Pole is out of a half-sister to 
champion Honest Pleasure. He has 
been represented by stakes winners 
Ms. Gold Pole, Polar Escapade, Coolin 
It, My Vet Peter and Northern Tide. 

Sovereign Don's first winner 

Maryland stallion Sovereign Don 
was represented by his first winner 
from his first crop when the 2-year-old 
filly Barroom Habits captured a three 
and a half-furlong maiden race at Exhi¬ 
bition Park on June 21. Out of the Na- 
skra mare Nightcap, Barroom Habits 
won by a head in :427s in her second 
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start. She was bred in New York by Sky- 
marc Farm, Inc., and is owned by San- 
gara Stables. 

Eight-year-old Sovereign Don (Sov¬ 
ereign Dancer—Dalila by Hold Your 
Peace) was a mutiple graded stakes 
winner of $307,279. He stands at Stan¬ 
ley I. Joselson's Josco Farm near Chesa¬ 
peake City. 

Equine management program 

Cecil Community College has insti¬ 
tuted an associate of arts degree pro¬ 
gram in equine management. 

Susan Ferenz, coordinator of the 
equine science program at CCC, ex¬ 
plained that the new degree option is 
designed to allow students the oppor¬ 
tunity to gain a foothold in the equine 
industry, in whatever facet of the horse 
world their interest lies. 

"This program is unique because we 
will stress the skills necessary to suc¬ 
ceed in business," Ferenz said. "Stu¬ 
dents can customize their program to 
suit their vocational goals through the 
College-Based Work Experience Pro¬ 
gram (CBWEP)." 

The degree program requires 70 
credits to complete. Courses include 
general education requirements such 
as English composition, algebra, biolo¬ 
gy and speech communication. Busi¬ 
ness courses required include account¬ 
ing, marketing, business ethics and 
equine business management. The 
equine science core encompasses 
equine health care, equine anatomy 
and physiology, practical horse skills, 
and movement and the horse. The 
physical education requirement may be 
satisfied through riding classes. 

Students enrolled in the program 
are required to participate in CBWEP. 
Each student receives four credits for 
working 400 hours in an equine facility. 
The work site is chosen based on the 
individual student's career goals. 

"A student who hoped to work as a 
breeding farm manager would com¬ 
plete the work experience at a breeding 
farm," said Ferenz. "The student 
would be exposed to all facets of the 
breeding business." 

Students also have the option of ful¬ 
filling the CBWEP requirement over¬ 
seas. 

Ferenz notes that the college pro¬ 
gram is affiliated with some of the fin¬ 
est equine centers in the Northeast, in¬ 
cluding Hilltop Farms in Colora. 


Hilltop Farms also offers limited hous¬ 
ing opportunities for students beyond 
commuting distance from the college.

Other activities include a summer 
picnic with program, field trips, and an 
awards banquet/Christmas party each 
December.

Larry Johnson was new to the horse business when 
he bought Ran's Chick at a Timonium 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing auction, back in 1978. "She was the first horse I bought 
at auction," says Johnson, an accounting and financial 
consultant who lives in North Potomac (Md.). "And she 
never raced. I didn't know what to do with her, so I bred 
her." 

From that once unpromising $2,400 investment, 
Johnson has bred and raced two stakes winners: Turn to 
T.J., a 1983 filly by Turn to Reason who won the New 
Castle and Mill Race Handicaps and placed in three other 
added-money races, earning $137,133; and Special Kell, 
winner of this year's Very Subtle Breeders' Cup Handicap 
at Laurel. 

Special Kell became the first stakes winner for her 
sire Parfaitement when she scored by a nose over Token 
Dance in the six-furlong turf stakes. Final time (l:09 2 /s) 
was only one second slower than the course record. 

Parfaitement stands at the C. Frank Hopkins family's 
Elberton Hill Farm in Darlington, Md. 

"This filly seemed like she'd be a nice one all along," 
comments Johnson, who has three horses in training— 
two with Ron Cartwright at Laurel, and one with Bobby 
Hilton at Charles Town. "She had shin problems at 2; we 
gave her a lot of time." After breaking her maiden in her 
second start as a 3-year-old, for a $35,000 tag. Special Kell 
didn't return to the races until last April. She has won five 
out of six outings since then, her only loss coming in 
Pimlico's Jacob France Handicap, when she finished fifth 
behind In the Curl. 

Special Kell, who came back after her stakes win to 
capture a six-furlong allowance race on the turf at Laurel, 
has now earned more than $90,000. And her dam, who 
has had five other foals to race, all winners, remains a 
prize member of Johnson's broodmare band. Although 
she slipped her 1991 foal, Ran's Chick has a yearling filly 
by Parfaitement, and is in foal for next season to High 
Brite. Turn to T.J. delivered a "beautiful" Meadowlake 
filly last spring, reports Johnson; she's back in foal to Star 
de Naskra.

When he was beaten more than 17 lengths while run¬ 
ning for a $25,000 maiden claiming tag at Laurel last De¬ 
cember, trainer Charlie Hadry recommended a not-so- 
subtle procedure for the son of Assert (Ire)—Light of Foot.

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Pimlico, Subtle Step more than doubled his earnings with 
a victory in Laurel's Governor's Cup. 

Dispatched as the longest-priced entry in a field of 
six. Subtle Step rallied to defeat Woodsy by a length, and 
paid $29. 

Bred by the late Stuart S. Janney Jr., Subtle Step races 
in the famed Locust Hill Farm colors, which are carried on 
today by Stuart S. Janney III and Sheila Williams. Since 
the deaths of their parents, Stuart Janney (in 1988) and 
Barbara Phipps Janney (in 1987), Janney and Williams 
have become active in the horse business, breeding and 
racing individually and in partnership. Males foaled in 
1988 or earlier are campaigned jointly in the name of Lo¬ 
cust Hill. "Others in that category include Finder's Choice 
(winner of the 1991 Pennsylvania Governor's Cup Hand¬ 
icap) and Pretty Amusing," explained Mr. Janney. Mares 
and fillies in the Janney estate were divided between the 
brother and sister, who are continuing to operate the farm 
in Glyndon, Md. 

Light of Foot (by Majestic Light) came from the Jan¬ 
ney s' most prized broodmare line. Her granddam Shen¬ 
anigans (by Native Dancer) was the dam of Ruffian, Ice- 
capade and Buckfinder. And her dam Laughter (by Bold 
Ruler) produced Private Terms, Blue Ensign, Light Spir¬ 
its, Steel Maiden and Dover Ridge. 

Light of Foot, a foal of 1979, was only modestly suc¬ 
cessful as a race horse, winning four out of nine starts at 3, 
and earning $24,170. She had only one surviving foal be¬ 
fore Subtle Step—a 1987 Assault Landing filly named 
Winged Passage who retired as a maiden after two starts. 
Barren for 1989, she has a yearling colt by Manila. "Light 
of Foot always had a lot of problems," explained Janney. 


"So when my father died, we marked her as one of 
the mares we'd be better off selling." Light of Foot, pur¬ 
chased privately by Avie Walker, of Unionville, Pa., died 
in a freak accident last spring. She was shot by a hunter 
while out in a pasture. 

Laughter, owned by Janney, is boarded at Claiborne 
Farm in Kentucky. The 21-year-old mare had a Vanlan- 
dingham filly in 1991, and was not bred back. 



Noblest Heart redeemed herself with her nose victo¬ 
ry over Local Thriller in the Davona Dale Handicap. In last 
year's Davona Dale, she crossed the wire first, but was 
disqualified for interfering with runner-up Double Bunc- 
tious. 

"She's a wonderful, hard-trying mare," commented 
breeder/owner Jim Lewis after Noblest Heart won the 
stakes, pushing her lifetime earnings over the $200,000 
mark. Lewis, a former president of the MHBA, bred, 
owned and trained Noblest Heart's dam Heartful (by Bold 
Monarch). A foal of 1971, Heartful won the 1974 Flirtation 
Stakes-G3 and Free State Stakes and placed second in the 
Prioress Stakes-G3. 

Noblest Heart is the last foal, and third stakes win¬ 
ner, Heartful produced for Lewis. The others were Burts 
Star ($154,847, Garrison H, etc.) and Salvage Consultant 
($102,887, Southern Maryland H, etc.). A pensioner since 
1989, Heartful was humanely destroyed in early July. 

Lewis is hoping that Noblest Heart will keep up the 
family tradition as a foundation broodmare. "Heartful 
only had two fillies," he noted. "And Jim McKay has the 
other one (Heartful Star). Noblest Heart is the only mem¬ 
ber of the family I have left." 

Noblest Heart is one of four 1991 stakes winners for 
her sire Deputed Testamony, who also has to his credit 
Under Oath, McKilts and Reputed Testamony. 

Lewis, meanwhile, was also in the news as a sire last 
summer. His daughter Lisa saddled American Royale to 
win the Colleen Stakes on the same day that Noblest 
Heart won the Davona Dale.

After registering by five 
lengths in the Chieftain Handicap, he came back to finish 
fourth behind the outstanding turf runner Double 
Booked in Laurel's Fort McHenry Handicap and second, a 
length behind Finder's Choice, in the Pennsylvania Gov¬ 
ernor's Cup Handicap. 

Mr. and Mrs. Merryman give a lot of credit to Rebuff's 
trainer Frances Miller, who has handled the gelding 
throughout his career. "Frances has spent a lot of time 
and effort on him, and it shows," said Mrs. Merryman. 

Rebuff gives new meaning to the term family horse. 
Miller married the Merrymans' son John in late June.

Good Looking Terri looked terrific when she rallied 
to win the Smart Angle Stakes by a neck over previously 
undefeated odds-on favorite Gala Gold Digger. Five other 
Maryland-bred fillies—Torch Lily, Ultimate Ego, Tea for 
the Lady, Share My Shelter and Snow Lassie—completed 
the field in the Maryland Fund stakes. 

Good Looking Terri (by John Alden) is out of the 
Exuberant mare Sew Good Looking ($41,890, Cerise 
Reine S, 2nd Miss Cavandish S). Bracciale and his partner 
Donald Reuwer purchased Sew Good Looking in a pack¬ 
age deal from longtime Maryland breeder/owner Frank 
Scuderi in the fall of 1988, with the current stakes winner 
in utero. Also included in the deal was the mare's then- 
weanling filly by John Alden. 

It turned out to be an outstanding find. Sew Good 
Looking's 3-year-old filly Little Bold Lookin, an allowance 
winner of $57,710, proved her mettle in this year's Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2, finishing fourth, just a length be¬ 
hind the winner Wide Country. Bracciale and Reuwer sold 
Little Bold Lookin at a Timonium 2-year-olds in training 
sale for $25,000; she races for V K Stable. 

Good Looking Terri made her first two starts for Brac¬ 
ciale and Reuwer. She won her debut, a maiden special at 
Pimlico on June 30, and finished second in an allowance 
race at Laurel on July 16. A few days before the Smart 
Angle, Bracciale and Reuwer sold her for $70,000 to the 
Fortunate Stable of Lou Ulman, Costas Triantafilos and 
Randy Williams.

By Hail Emperor, who stands at Glade Valley Farms 
near Frederick (Md.), Midas races in the name of Geoffrey 
Huguely, president of Maryland Million, Ltd. He was 
bred by Fourbros Stable, a partnership of Huguely, his 
brother George Huguely, and brothers Bob and Tom Man- 
fuso. 

Fourbros acquired Jump for Gold, dam of Midas and 
Jeweler's Choice, through the claim box in 1980. The mare 
is a half-sister to Jumpin Jenny, who produced graded 
stakes winner Tent Up (by Shelter Half). "When we real¬ 
ized how good Jumpin Jenny's foals were we claimed 
Jump for Gold (for $6,500) and retired her as a broodmare 
right away," said Jeff Huguely. 

Jump for Gold's first foal, London Market (by Chris¬ 
topher R.) won the Thoroughbred ARC Handicap on the 
inaugural Maryland Million Day in 1986. Still campaign¬ 
ing this year at age 9, London Market has started 147 
times, won 23 races and earned $178,719. Jump for Gold 
has had two other foals to race, both winners.

Costas Triantafilos came up with a winner on his first 
try as an owner. He bought Blue Carrot (by Full Intent) 
privately as a 3-year-old in 1985, and campaigned her for 
four seasons. Blue Carrot retired as an allowance winner 
of $44,384. 

Now, thanks to that same mare, Triantafilos has had 
similar luck in the breeding game. Thirty Eight Carat, 
winner of the World's Playground Stakes, is Blue Carrot's 
first foal, and the first horse ever bred by Triantafilos. 

The colt bled while making his debut in a maiden 
special at Pimlico in early June. Because 2-year-olds are 
not allowed to race on Lasix in Maryland, trainer Dale 
Capuano shipped Thirty Eight Carat to Atlantic City for 
his next two starts. After airing by ten lengths in a maiden 
special on July 25, Thirty Eight Carat led all the way and 
registered by two and a half lengths, as 2-1 favorite, in the 
World's Playground. 

Triantafilos, who is also part-owner of Good Looking 
Terri, winner of Laurel's Smart Angle Stakes on August 4, 
owns a restaurant in the Sparrows Point section of Bal¬ 
timore County. Blue Carrot is one of two broodmares 
whom he boards at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine (Md.). 
Thirty Eight Paces, Thirty Eight Carat's sire, stands at 
Shamrock. 

Blue Carrot has a yearling colt by Thirty Eight Paces, 
and a weanling filly by Aloma's Ruler. She is back in foal to 
Thirty Eight Paces. 


The Twixt, a Maryland Fund stakes, is named for the 
outstanding Maryland-bred mare of the early 1970s. Bred 
by Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merryman and raced by them in 
partnership with his cousin Mrs. John M. Franklin, Twixt 
(a foal of 1969 by Restless Native) won 18 stakes—at the 
time a record number for a Maryland-bred—and earned 
$619,141. Now a pensioner at the Merrymans' Orebanks 
farm in Sparks (Md.), Twixt is the dam of two stakes 
horses: Twixtslusive ($190,359, New Castle H twice, etc.) 
and Twixt Appeal ($100,818, 2nd New York Oaks, etc.).

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Bowling Brook 
getting a new 
lease on life

It was a relic, a white elephant, a monument to 
faded glory. 

Built in the 1880s by the renowned R. Wyndham 
Walden, who trained seven Preakness winners there. 
Bowling Brook Farm hadn't been used as a horse facili¬ 
ty for almost 20 years. The famous octagonal training 
barn deteriorated into a ghost of its former self: Trees 
grew up in the shedrow, paint peeled and cracked, the 
roof leaked, rain and snow drifted in through missing 
windowpanes. 

But all that began to change in December, 1989. Re¬ 
markably, in a time when grand old Thoroughbred 
farms are falling by the wayside. Bowling Brook, in 
Middleburg, Md., is in the midst of a revival. 

Mark Gross, a 39-year-old Carroll County real estate 
developer, is the new owner of Bowling Brook. Asked 
what he has in mind. Gross says unabashedly: "To 
turn Bowling Brook back into what it once was." 

He is making real progress. The main barn has been 
totally restored. The outdoor training track has been 
made functional again. Six diamond mesh wire-fenced 
paddocks have been built, and posts sunk for eight 
more. Massive renovations are underway in the main 
house. 

Gross, who says he paid $675,000 for the property, 
estimates that he has spent $500,000 to $1,000,000 on

improvements. "Probably closer to the higher figure 
than the lower one." 

While not a horseman. Gross grew up in Hamp¬ 
stead, not far from Bowling Brook, and developed a 
strong feeling for the history of the farm. His "main 
purpose in buying it," he says, "was to keep it from 
being cut up for development." He adds that he hopes 
to have the farm placed in agricultural trust. 

In charge of the modern-day horse operation is Tim 
Boyce, a 39-year-old trainer and lifelong Maryland 
horseman, who is breaking about 20 yearlings, a ca¬ 
pacity number, there this fall. Boyce, who was hired at 
Bowling Brook last April, has also been using the farm 
to handle sales preps, layups and a few horses in train¬ 
ing. 

"Eventually, we hope to have a full service facility— 
standing stallions, boarding mares, training horses off 
the farm," says Boyce. "We're looking to form racing 
partnerships, and maybe some breeding partnerships, 
and we've already had a number of people express 
interest. 

"It will be more than just a place where people send 
horses, and pay bills. Everything will be designed to 
cater to owners, and make them feel special," Boyce 
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adds. The upstairs of the manor house, a grand, two- 
story painted brick structure that pre-dates Walden's 
ownership, is being remodeled into luxurious suites. 
Owners will be encouraged to stay at the farm on 
weekends, relax in a jacuzzi, breathe in the country air 
and watch their horses train. 

"We'll make it a resort atmosphere, with a kitchen 
staff serving all the guests at one large table in the 
dining room," says Boyce. 

Tim, formerly a public trainer based at Pimlico, 
plans to move to Bowling Brook this fall with his wife 
Judy and their son Gittings, 5, and daughter Lydia, 
2 l /i. Their house, also undergoing major remodeling, 
is at the front of the property, next to the main house. 

"You couldn't find a place with more potential than 
this," says Tim, pointing out that Bowling Brook has 
six houses, in addition to the main house. "But, like 
anything else, developing it will take time." 

Time is something that Bowling Brook, now com¬ 
prised of 220 acres, has always seemed to have in abun¬ 
dance. In the May, 1938, MARYLAND HORSE, an article 
by D. Sterett Gittings recalled the "good old days at 
Bowling Brook." 

The property, which can be traced back to a 1763 
land grant, has had only four owners in the last 110 
years. It was maintained until the 1950s by Wyndham 
Walden's son Rob Walden. Upon his death Bowling 
Brook was purchased by the Raymond Richardson 
Foundation, which operated a boys' home there for 
many years, while leasing out the horse facilities. 

Hall of Fame trainer Henry Clark added to Bowling 
Brook's proud heritage when he leased the property 
for eight years in the late 1950s, into the 1960s. He 
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stood several stallions there, including the influential 
Cyane. 

Negotiations for the purchase of the farm from the 
Richardson Foundation took four years, says Gross. 
"We had a contract for four years before we went to 
settlement." The foundation retained 40 acres, and 
built new facilities at the back of the property. "They 
had trouble with the zoning," he explains. "Which is 
one of the reasons I was able to buy Bowling Brook for 
what seems like a good price. I was willing to work 
with them—a couple of times I think our contract even 
expired. But we each understood what the other 
wanted." 

Gross is experienced when it comes to dealing in old 
properties. Most of his time is devoted to the 
Westminster Inn, a bed and breakfast establishment in 
Westminster that required "ten times the work of 
Bowling Brook," he says. "We converted that building 
from an old school." Gross is also in the process of 



renovating a building in the Federal Hill section of 
downtown Baltimore. 

His background also includes a heavy dose of liberal 
arts schooling: a degree from Gettysburg College, a 
master's degree in English from the University of Dela¬ 
ware, and work toward a doctorate in theology and 
literature at the University of Chicago; plus a brief stint 
as a race horse owner. 

"You're bringing up a bad subject," says Gross, 
when asked about his horse-owning career. "About 
ten years ago, I had some broodmares and babies; I 
never had anything to race. It wasn't a successful expe¬ 
rience, but maybe I'll own horses again someday." 

Gross seems realistic about the chances of his new 
farm becoming a major money-making proposition, at 
least in the near future. "It would be nice if it broke 
even, but I can carry it a little bit," he says. "Right now. 
I'm just looking forward to the day when Bowling 
Brook produces another winner." □ 
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Rambunctious dies at 31, 
leaving rich legacy 


Even legends wear out. The story of Maryland's 
legendary stallion Rambunctious came to a quiet end 
on July 7, when he was humanely destroyed due to 
infirmities of old age. He was 31. 

Rambunctious's legacy included 14 stakes winners, 
one of whom, Jameela, earned over a million dollars 
and produced champion Gulch, and another of 
whom. Rollicking, is an outstanding sire in his own 
right. From 26 crops, totaling 347 named foals. Ram¬ 
bunctious had progeny earnings of $8,967,147. He 
sired 85 percent winners from starters; 11 percent of 
his starters won or placed in stakes. 


Rambunctious (by *Rasper II—*Danae II by *The 
Solicitor II) also changed the lives of Harold Herman, 
an electronics engineer from Potomac (Md.), and his 
family. Bred and raced by the late Mrs. Milton 
Erlanger, Rambunctious won six of seven starts at 2, 
including the World's Playground Stakes and New Jer¬ 
sey Futurity, earning $101,076. He fractured a knee 
and was retired to stud at Mrs. Erlanger's farm in New 
Jersey in 1963. 

Dismayed by the problems Rambunctious was hav¬ 
ing attracting mares in New Jersey—his first crop had 
only one registered foal—Mrs. Erlanger arranged for 
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him to stand at Glade Valley Farms near Frederick 
(Md.) in 1964. He remained at Glade Valley for three 
seasons, and was returned to Mrs. Erlanger's Wood- 
side Farm for 1967. 

In the fall of 1967, Harold Herman, a man with prac¬ 
tically no background in the horse breeding business, 
purchased Rambunctious from Mrs. Erlanger for 
$50,000 (Mrs. Erlanger retained four breeding rights). 
Suddenly, the horse became a sensation. 

Rambunctious's first two crops (discounting the sin¬ 
gle foal of 1964) were 2 and 3-year-olds in 1967 and '68, 
and from those two crops came four stakes winners: 
Tearing Around, Red Monk, Spring Morn and Full o' 
Prunes, plus a score of other winners. "It made me 
wonder where I had been all my life," was Herman's 
comment. "I figured I should have started in this busi¬ 
ness years ago!" 

For three seasons, Mr. Herman stood Rambunc¬ 
tious at his farm in Poolesville. The runners kept hit¬ 
ting and in 1969, when Rollicking emerged as one of 
the nation's best 2-year-olds, Mr. Herman was ap¬ 
proached about moving his stallion to E.P Taylor's 
Windfields Farm. "I agreed, thinking he would do 
even better up there. The deal involved close to a quar¬ 
ter-million dollars—pre-inflation dollars. I kept one- 
fourth of him, Windfields kept one-fourth, and they 
sold 16 shares to some of their better clients, including 
Alfred Vanderbilt and Allaire duPont." 

Rambunctious stood at Windfields for eight breed¬ 
ing seasons (through 1977). He had a few stakes win¬ 
ners during those years, but nothing on a par with 
Rollicking. Windfields decided it was time for the 
aging horse to move on, and he was transferred back to 
Herman's Red Oak Farms, by then relocated in Dar¬ 
lington (Md.). 

Once again, Herman's touch proved lucky. From 
Rambunctious's 1976 crop (conceived at Windfields 
but raced after he returned to Herman's farm) came his 
two top earners: Jameela ($1,038,704, Maskette S-Gl, 
Ladies H-Gl, Delaware H-Gl, etc.) and Skate 
($284,342, Maryland Futurity, etc.). 

Although his last stakes winner, Inclavatating, was 
foaled in 1979, Rambunctious had many more produc¬ 
tive seasons at stud. As of last year, only three Mary¬ 
land stallions (T. V. Commercial, Rollicking and North¬ 
ern Dancer) had more wins from their offspring. 
Rambunctious ranks 13th on the list of all-time leading 
Maryland sires by money won and fifth by number of 
winners lifetime (statistics through 1990). 

He was pensioned in 1989 after covering two or 
three mares that season, and is buried at Harold and 
Edith Herman's Red Oak Farms. □

William J. McDonald, 69, a retired Charles Town executive 
and former editor of the Horsemen's Journal, died of lung can¬ 
cer on August 2 at Loudoun County Hospital in Leesburg, 
Va.

At the time of his retirement from Charles Town, in 1986, 
Mr. McDonald was the marketing director. In recent years he 
sold real estate for a firm in Leesburg. For the past 27 years he 
and his wife Dorothy Willis Krehnbrink McDonald also op¬ 
erated the William J. McDonald advertising and public rela¬ 
tions agency near their home in Leesburg. 

In addition to his wife, he is survived by a daughter, 
Margaret Laney of Haddonfield, N.J.; a brother, Hugh J. 
McDonald of Manassas (Va.) and two grandsons.

■ Virginia was well represented, as 
usual, at the Keeneland Select sales. Joe 
L. Allbritton's Lazy Lane Farms, of Up- 
perville, consigned the top-priced filly, 
a daughter of Mr. Prospector—Life at 
the Top, who was purchased by Darley 
Stud Management for $1,000,000. 

Lazy Lane, the fifth leading con¬ 
signor by gross amount, sold three 
yearlings for a total of $2,040,000. Also 
included in its consignment was an 
Alydar—Toll Booth colt who brought 
$900,000. 

Heronwood Farm sold a Nijinsky 
II—Fairy Footsteps filly for $450,000. 

Fifteen Virginia-bred yearlings sold 
for a total of $3,692,000. 

■ When the Orange County Hunt be¬ 
gan cubbing this fall, it was without the 
near-legendary figure of Melvin Poe, 
its huntsman for 30 years. Poe cheered 
his pack of "red ring-necks" for the fi¬ 
nal time last March, when he officially 
retired. 

It has been said that Melvin Poe in¬ 
fluenced the development of the Amer¬ 
ican foxhound more than any other liv¬ 
ing professional, making the Orange 
County pack the standard of excel¬ 
lence. But his influence has been felt in 
many arenas: his exceptional hunting 
sense has provided consistently excel¬ 
lent sport for thousands, and his 
friendly manner and encouragement 
are no doubt reasons some riders have 
become lifelong foxhunters. 

Poe will remain with Orange Coun¬ 
ty as kennel huntsman, helping ensure 
a smooth transition for his successor, 
Charles B. (Butch) Gray III. 

■ Catoctin Stud, Bertram and Diana 
Firestone's premier farm that gave the 
racing world such greats as Honest 
Pleasure and Genuine Risk, has been 
sold to a group of investors from Japan. 
The Firestones have moved their opera¬ 
tion to the former Newstead Farm 
property, in Upperville. 


The Firestones purchased Catoctin, 
a 2,000-acre farm near Waterford, in 
1974. In its heyday, the farm had 50 em¬ 
ployees. A partnership consisting of 
some 50 Japanese businessmen pooled 
a reported $68 million to purchase the 
property. According to Mike Sitrick, 
public relations counsel for the Fire¬ 
stones, the farm was sold because it 
was in the path of commercial develop¬ 
ment and the offer was attractive; the 
new owners' plans have not been dis¬ 
closed. 

■ Daniel G. Van Clief, a third-genera¬ 
tion horseman who acts as chief execu¬ 
tive officer of his family's Nydrie Stud 
in Virginia, has been elected to mem¬ 
bership in The Jockey Club. 

Van Clief serves as executive direc¬ 
tor of Breeders' Cup Ltd., and has been 
responsible for steering the Breeders' 
Cup since its inception. His contribu¬ 
tions to the inaugural Breeders' Cup in 
1984 led him to become the first recip¬ 
ient of The Jockey Club Medal. Van 
Clief is also chairman of Fasig-Tipton 
Company, Inc. 

■ Longtime horseman Martin (Pete) 
Vogel Jr., 73, died of cancer on July 19 at 
his home in Osprey, Fla., where he had 
lived for eight years. 

Between 1941 and 1971, Mr. Vogel 
operated three horse farms in Warren- 
ton, including Broadview, site of the 
Virginia Gold Cup steeplechase races. 
He moved from Warrenton to Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla., in 1971. 

Mr. Vogel, a native of New York City, 
attended Princeton University. He is 
survived by his wife, Lois E. Vogel of 
Osprey; a son, M. Townsend Vogel of 
McLean, and two grandsons. 

■ The Virginia Thoroughbred Associa¬ 
tion will celebrate its 50th anniversary 
on October 11, with a reception at Mor- 
ven Park's Marion duPont Scott Equine 
Medical Center in Leesburg. 


New Jersey 

■ Christine Connelly's Bright View 
Farm in Columbus will stand a new 
stallion in 1992—Owens Troupe (For 
the Moment—Mandy's Gray by 
Drone). 

However, the horse is not new to 
Connelly, as her family bred, raised 
and raced him and will now retire him 
to the breeding shed. A Grade 2 stakes 
winner of $363,657, Owens Troupe was 
still racing—and winning—as of Au¬ 
gust 25, which is one of the reasons 
Connelly decided to stand him at stud. 
"It's rare to find a horse still sound and 
racing at age 8," she said. 

Owens Troupe won 19 of 50 starts, 
including the 1987 Longfellow Hand- 
icap-G2, Valley Forge Handicap and 
Five Star Flight Stakes. He also placed 
second in the Salvator Mile-G3, Norris¬ 
town Handicap-G3 (twice), and Jersey 
Blues and Lincroft Handicaps. 

Owens Troupe will join Jolie Jo 
(Round Table—Jolie Deja by *Djeddah), 
Bright View's only other stallion. 

Bright View Farm consists of 270 
acres in Chesterfield township, and is 
primarily a commercial breeding oper¬ 
ation. Owned and operated by Chris¬ 
tine Connelly, the farm employs eight 
full-time workers to handle about 50 
home-owned horses, plus 20 or so year- 
round boarders. A leading recipient of 
breeders' fund awards. Bright View has 
been honored by the TOBA and De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

Connelly's family has been involved 
in racing since the 1960s. Her family 
bought the farm (part of an original 
land grant to William Penn) in 1963, 
and she has successfully managed the 
operation since 1975, despite the vag¬ 
aries of the market. Several years ago, 
Connelly made the transition from a 
breed-to-race operation (with a high of 
22 horses in training). She now has 
only four horses in training and breeds 
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for the Kentucky sales market. At the 
1989 Keeneland September sales, Con¬ 
nelly sold that season's top-priced Lord 
Gaylord and It's Freezing yearlings— 
for $90,000 and $130,000 respectively. 
This fall she consigned four to Keene¬ 
land: Dr. Carter and Bet Twice fillies 
and Cozzene and Medieval Man colts. 

■ New Jersey-bred 2-year-old Thanks 
to Randy was unbeaten in three starts 
after winning the Tyro Stakes at Mon¬ 
mouth on July 28. His time was one sec¬ 
ond off the five and a half-furlong track 
record. Bred by Robert L. Edwards, the 
son of Leo Castelli races for PMS Stable, 
a partnership consisting of John Fitch, 
George Pavlides and trainer William D. 
Anderson. 

■ Carl Archer Twitchell, 74, an owner 
and breeder for 20 years, died in Au¬ 
gust at the Jersey Shore Medical Center 
in Neptune City. Mr. Twitchell, who 
lived on his Cheeca Farm in Holmdel, 
raced horses on the New Jersey and 
Maryland circuit. His best runner was 
Al's Annie ($178,633, Glassboro H, 
Northfield H twice, etc.). Survivors in¬ 
clude his wife Cynthia and a sister, 
Mrs. Suzanne Shaw of New Jersey. 

Pennsylvania 

■ Royal Hierarchy will stand the 1992 
season at Gerry and Frank Trupia's Oak 
Creek Farm near Stewartstown. Mrs. 
Trupia purchased the 14-year-old son 
of Native Royalty—High Hail by Hail to 
All at a Timonium sale. 

Royal Hierarchy, a multiple stakes 
winner of $325,138, has been repre¬ 
sented by 19 winners from 29 starters, 
in five crops of racing age. His stud fee 
is $2,500 live foal. 

Oak Creek is located just over the 
Maryland/Pennsylvania line, an easy 
commute to Penn National and Pimlico. 
The Trupias began leasing the 16-acre 
property in July, and have been concen¬ 
trating on layups from the track. With 
the stallion, they plan to expand to 
breeding and boarding. 

Delaware 

■ Terry and Kathy Griffith of Smyrna, 
Del., keep it all in the family. He holds 
down second place in the trainer stand¬ 
ings at Delaware Park while she runs 
the family farm in Smyrna. In addition 
to handling layups, Kathy gives riding 
lessons and makes her own show 
horses. 


Terry, who has been training since 
1975, currently has a couple of hot run¬ 
ners—both former patients of Dr. 
William Riddle who have come back to 
win. Never Miss Twice, a filly who 
races in the colors of Wilmington busi¬ 
nessman Joe Muzzi, has been out nine 
times this year with five wins, one sec¬ 
ond and two thirds. Dr. Riddle put a 
screw in her cannon bone last fall, and 
Kathy Griffith nursed her back to 
health. Consent, a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner belonging to Peter Boland, has also 
done well following surgery in the off 
season. "Dr. Riddle works miracles on 
horses," comments Terry Griffith. 

The Griffiths met in a feed store and 
made history by marrying in the pad- 
dock at Delaware Park with a horse as 
their best man in June, 1988. Kathy's 
two children live with them on their 
South Ten Farm. 

West Virginia 

■ Paul and Val Larkin are two of the 
busiest horsemen in the state. The 
brothers, who hail from County 
Meade, Ireland, travel to various farms 
breaking Thoroughbreds and working 
with jumpers and problem horses. 
Based near Shepherdstown, W.Va., 
they include Maryland and Virginia in 
their territory and have broken horses 
for many of the large farms in the area. 
They also take horses back to their own 
place for work. 

Like many Irishmen, the Larkins 
grew up learning their trade. Paul cred¬ 
its their father with making it possible 
for them to race ponies and show exten¬ 
sively as children. They go back to Ire¬ 
land once a year to visit their family. 

Five years ago, they formed Interna¬ 
tional Stock Breakers, which has con¬ 
tinued to grow. Between the two of 
them, Val and Paul get on 40 to 50 
horses a day during their busy season, 
and break as many as 400 yearlings a 
year. "We work as a team, that's why 
we're successful," says Paul. "We're 
also very fortunate in that we love 
horses and they are also our living." 

■ West Virginia's 2-year-old sensation 
Coin Collector bucked his shins while 
finishing third in the Saratoga Special- 
G3 on July 26. Jim Casey, who trains the 
Weshaam colt for his brother John 
Casey, hopes to have Coin Collector 
back in action this fall.

50 Years Ago... 

■ On the cover was the official 
photograph of the finish of Havre de 
Grace's Eastern Shore Stakes, 
showing Maryland-bred Colchis and 
champion Alsab hitting the wire 
simultaneously. It was the first dead- 
heat in an added-money race in the 
30-year history of the Harford County 
track. 

■ For the first time in a number of 
years, William duPont Jr. donned 
silks, piloting his Fairy Dale to a 
fourth-place finish in the Big Elk flat 
race at Fair Hill, the establishment he 
designed and built in Cecil County 
Big winner of the day was Carroll K. 
Bassett's Irish-bred *Corrigan, who 
not only won the Foxcatcher National 
Cup but took five seconds off the 
course record in the process. 

■ Jack Loos contributed a "How I 
Spent Last Summer" report on Red 
Wing and Red Cloud, the camps 
operated by Major Louis E. Lamborn, 
headmaster of McDonogh School, on 
the New York side of Lake Champlain 
near Plattsburgh. Forty-five horses 
were at the disposal of the campers, 
most of whom participated in the 
riding program. "Entrance into the 
rider's 'social,' the Prince of Wales 
Club, is determined solely by the 
horses, the only requirement being a 
bona fide spill. They can toss any 
rider they want into the organization, 
but seem to have no system 
whatsoever for their numerous 
reinstatements." 

■ Peter Winants starred at the 
Harford Hill Hunter Trials, for riders 
under 19 years of age, finishing third 
to Danny Brewster in the open 
hunters class and riding for both the 
first and second-place hunt teams, on 
two different horses. Winants may 
have enjoyed a home field 
advantage—the event took place at 
the estate of S. Bryce Wing, his 
stepfather. 

■ The Maryland State Fair at 
Timonium was fully covered by 
Priscilla Fuller, who wrote about the 
race meet as well as the various 
shows—for Thoroughbreds, 
halfbreds, draft horses and ponies.

30 Years Ago... 

■ The value of Sagamore Farm 
broodmare Teahouse, an unraced 
8-year-old full sister to Native Dancer 
(Polynesian—Geisha), appreciated 
rapidly when her first two foals won 
stakes within a 17-day period. August 
Sun, Teahouse's 4-year-old son by 
^Heliopolis, tallied for Mrs. Bruce S. 
Campbell in the Philadelphia Turf 
Handicap at Atlantic City on August 
19. Then, on Labor Day at the same 
track. Cup of Tea (*Royal Charger— 
Teahouse) set a new course record in 
the Pageant Handicap for 3-year-old 
fillies, under the colors of her 
breeder, Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

■ Continuing his series on the leading 
Maryland-bred money winners, Joe 
Hickey profiled Tuscany and Princess 
Lygia, both of whom were bred by 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio 
from Roman Matron, a Pompey mare 
they had claimed at Pimlico for $1,500. 
Tuscany, by home stallion The Rhymer, 
raced for his breeders, earning 
$143,962, and later had modest success 
at stud. Sold by the Pistorios for 
$1,500 as a weanling. Princess Lygia 
(by Roman) went on to win $139,285. 

Presciently, Hickey ended his 
story: "The Turf hasn't heard the last 
of Sam Pistorio." 

■ Judge Joseph M. O'Farrell caused 
controversy at Timonium's 
Thoroughbred Show by refusing to 
pin a broodmare unless she was 
accompanied in the ring by a suckling 
foal. His reasoning: "How can I tell 
what kind of a broodmare she is if I 
don't see her foal?" Among the mares 
thus penalized was Yes She Will, 
whose son Yes You Will's earnings 
were nearing the quarter-million 
dollar mark. Winner of the class, and 
eventual grand champion of the 
show, was Augustus Riggs IV's 
Chastise, an 8-year-old daughter of 
Chaos and Best Blue, who appeared 
on the cover of the magazine. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ "I have no intention of getting back 
in the breeding business. I've been 


through that once, and once in a 
lifetime is enough," said Betty 
Worthington after selling her last 
remaining Thoroughbred. Certainly 
she could afford to retire. That horse 
was Jameela, who had earned 
$641,144 for Mrs. Worthington and 
was sold to Peter Brant for $840,000. 

Three years earlier, weary of the 
obligations inherent in operating a 
breeding farm, Mrs. Worthington had 
decided to sell all her horses except 
one—an unraced 2-year-old filly by 
Rambunctious out of Asbury Mary, a 
daughter of her foundation mare. 
Snow Flyer. The rest, as they say, is 
history. 

■ Seventy-one-year-old trainer Odie 
Clelland, who had taught such 
jockeys as Eddie Arcaro and the 
McCarron brothers their trade, was 
the subject of a feature story. Mr. 
Clelland, his wife Janet and their 
daughter Odessa, 6, lived a life 
centered on the race track. Said Odie 
of his first and only child: "Should 
have had her a long time ago." 

■ Robert Quinichett and his fiancee 
Lorraine McNeely were pictured at 
the Eastern Fall Yearling sale where 
he had just purchased a daughter of 
Rollicking and Kitchen Window for 
$29,000. Named Singing Susan, the 
filly won five stakes, including the 
Grade 1 Sorority, and earned 
$250,833. 

■ After 30 years on the job. Josh 
Fowble retired as foreman of the 
yearling barn at Sagamore Farm. In 
1951, the year the 77-year-old began 
working there. Sagamore's yearling 
crop was probably the best the farm 
ever produced—it included Native 
Dancer, Find, Social Outcast, Crash 
Dive, Home-Made and Femme Fatale. 

■ At Morven Park in Leesburg, Va., 

ground was broken for "the first 
university-affiliated veterinary 
hospital in the eastern United States 
to concentrate exclusively on equine 
medical care and research." The 
Marion duPont Scott Equine Medical 
Center was to be a teaching, clinical 
and research component of the 
Virginia-Maryland Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine. □

Editorial 


Assuring the Maryland Million's Future 


The Maryland Million is a creation of people, not law. For me, 
it began in June 1985 when, still living in Virginia, I was hired on a 
temporary, no-guarantee basis to begin drafting the structure and 
determining the steps required to turn the dream of a big new event 
into reality. At that time, the project had progressed only as far as 
four general points, about which the members of a small steering 
committee were in full agreement. 

In their chronological order, these ideas about the planned 
event (and their main proponents) were as follows: 1) It should be a 
kind of pride-filled Breeders' Cup Day for all Marylanders (Jim 
McKay); 2) It should feature nine races for different classes of run¬ 
ners, all sired by Maryland-based stallions (Billy Boniface); 3) It 
should feature a million dollars in purses so it could be called "the 
Maryland Million" (Chick Lang); and, 4) it should be funded, at least 
in part, through corporate sponsorship (Frank De Francis). 

In spite of all our planning, the first Maryland Million Day at 
Laurel in 1986 was said to have proven only our determination. 
Now, the five subsequent events are said to have proven both the 
brilliance of the concept and the soundness of its structure. Yet, for 
all the talk about new traditions, the Maryland Million has no insti¬ 
tutional structure that guarantees to sustain it. Since each annual 
renewal necessarily remains a creation of people, the program's 
future depends, purely and simply, on how badly it's wanted by 
those who benefit from it.
